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The enormous number of people who turned 
out last Sunday to see the general parade of 
the Toronto battalions shows to what extent 
the military spirit is pervading Toronto, and 
this city, perhaps, is but an indication of the 
Canadianism which is growing all over the 
Dominion, Of course, all the preachers object 
to such parades, excepting the one who is to 
preach. Ministerial associations and all the 
associations on earth can thunder against such 
parades, and still the volunteers will parade as 
long as they do it with the pious intent of 
church-going. That seems to bring forgive- 
ness to everybody. If a man only starts out to 
go to church he can go to his club and 
fill his stomach with drinks and _ his 
pockets with cigars, and it is all right, but he 
must go to church before he gets home. The 
officers of the militia understand the city well 
enough to cloak their parades with the pro- 
per guise of piety, and thus we are permitted 
to witness those pretty Sunday walk-outs, 
which perhaps inspire more patriotism than 
all the essays and preachments and writings 
that the learned can put forth. If we have not 
already appreciated the fact we may just as 
well notice ourselves and observe what bar- 
barians we are. The more gorgeous, the more 
barbaric the uniform, the greater the interest 
and the enthusiasm, Why anybody should go 
around in November with his legs bare is past 
comprehension, yet people who can afford to 
wear trowsers go bare-legged and strut with the 
greatest imaginable pride before the assembled 
multitude with a don’t-you-admire-my-legs 
look on their faces. If decency would permit a 
regiment to parade with nothingon but a breach- 
clout, the legs of the men painted blue and 
the upper portion yellow, with stripes of green 
and spots of some other gorgeous color, when 
they marched forth there would not be a citi- 
zen of Toronto absent from the parade ground. 
I am not objecting in the slightest to the High- 
landers, because I think they are gorgeous; the 


sun does not shine on anything grander than. 


they are, but I would like tohaveit admitted that 
to a certain extent we are nothing but veneered 
barbarians and I consequently object to the 
necessity of having Sunday parades protected 
by a sermon. Why not parade anyhow? 
If we keep this thing up long enough 
of pretending to be anxious to go to 
church when we desire to strut on the 
streets, evil will come of it, hypocrisy will be 
born and ripened of it. Let us have our mili- 
tary parades if we want them, and the people 
evidently want them, when at least a sixth of 
the population of Toronto turned out to see 
the boys with their fine clothes on. And why 
not? Lord bless us, isit becoming illegal to 
walk on Sunday? It has been decided that it 
is wicked to ride, and if it is immoral to walk 
what are we going todo? If we can walk we 
can wear our fancy clothes, even if there are 
buttons down the back and we have “ rings on 
our fingers and bells on our toes.” Admit the 
propriety of walking and we can walk in what 
we like as long as our nakeiness is covered. 
o*s 

What does all this restriction business mean 
anyhow? Where did we get it? Does it not 
come from an age when people were not fit to 
take care of themselves? I have been told by 
a score of people at least, that vandals—the 
boys who destroy flower gardens and break 
trees and windows—are more prevalent in 
Toronto than in any city in America. Why? 
Because they have not been taught better. 
Let people alone on Sunday and they will 
behave themselves, I have seen in the neigh- 
borhood of half a million people let loose in 
beer gardens on Sunday in one city in Ger- 
many, and they all behaved themselves; no- 
body got drunk! I think the great lesson 
for us to learn is to mind our own business, If 
a regiment desires to parade, let them parade; if 
we want to go out and see them, let us go out; if 
we want to stay home, let us stay home ; if we 
vant to go to church, let us go to church ; if 
Sunday school is something for children to be 
sent to, let them be sent. But there is one 
thing that is irritating and obnoxious beyond 
comparison, and that is the pretense that if a 
man himself feels that he is pious it gives him 
a right to interfere with everybody's else busi-

The visit of Mr. W. T. Stead to this city 
should have an important influence in modify- 
ing the formaiism which is rapidly becoming 
the effigy of Christianity in our midst. Mr. 
Stead is a well known moral reformer; he 
knows all about the slums of London, for he 
has studied them; he knows more about the 
social evil and the influence of gin milis than 
probably all the preachers of Toronto put 
together ; he has studied the question from 
every point of view and, having become within 
the past few years a comparatively wealthy 
and in many respects a very prominent man, 
he is not afraid to speak outin meeting. With 
the Mayor in the chair and the secretary 
of the temperance movement behind him, 
a crowd of our Methodist brethren’ in 
front of and around him, he told his audience 
that the churches had become as a sounding 
brass and tinokling cymbal, that their prayer- 
meetings and all the singings and beseechings 
they indulged in were valueless insomuch as 
they did not uplift the poor, the vicious, the 
hopeless and the forsaken. I have been try- 
ng to express the same opinion and have been 

ubbed an infidel and mischief-maker, and 

obably nobody in Toronto rejoices so much 
I do to have an influential outsider 
me here and tell the people the truth. 
haps I rejoice in this because it is some- 
ing in my defence as well as an assault upon 
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the foolish formulas that are petrifying the 
spirit of the gospel, yet it is so little consolation 
one gets and quite aslittle help, while trying to 
talk common sense that is esteemed to be 
heterodox, that I may be pardoned for being so 
well pleased.

Those who are satisfied with the forms and 
pretenses can always be relied upon to neglect 
the necessities of the vicious and hopeless. 
Nowadays no one is going out into the by-ways 
and highways and looking beneath the hedges 
for the stragglers from orthodoxy ; policemen 
are hired to club them with their batons and 
prosecute them in the courts and to see that 
they are put in jail. Properly enough Mr. 
Stead has taken an opportunity of telling the 
self-sanctified and self-styled elect that if 
Christ were to come back on earth he would 
spew them all out of His mouth, Because Mr. 
Stead is an outsider and has an extensive repu- 
tation, what he says may be of use to the de- 
votees of formalism and the high priests of re- 
ligious nothingness. If so, his visit will have 
been worth the price of a dozen mis- 
sionaries to China, and the _ results 
will aggregate more than a half a hun- 
dred sent for a year to teach the Hindoo 
how to live. In our strange and almost un- 
accountable craze for sending foreign mis- 
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sionaries away, we have forgotten that our 
great duty is to know how to live at home; 
not only how to live to benefit our fallen and 
wayward neighbor, but how to live so as not to 
disgust sensible and practical as well as well- 
intentioned people with the name and form of 
orthodox religion. 


Mr. Stead does not believe that Prohibition 
is possible or that an attempt at it would be 
profitable. We must admit that Mr. Stead 
knows more about these things than the parsons 
who preach twice on Sunday and lead the 
prayer-meeting on Wednesday, for the latter 
are securely fenced about by conventionality 
from any contact ;with vice or any expressi- 
ble knowledge of the impulses which lead 
people astray. The Rev. Mr. Rainsford, 
once well beloved in Toronto, now highly 
esteemed in New York, has made a 
study of the seamy side of life and 
is ofthe same opinion. But the opinions of 
those who have obtained their knowledge in 
self-imposed missions amongst the fallen are 
apt to be spurned while the thevries of those 
who dogmatize without experience are exalted, 
If the people who have traveled and seen 
much of life were to be consulted, they would 
almost unanimously condemn Prohibition and 
these bitter crusades against the half-world, 
which we may not know, which we should not 
desire to know, but which we are at least quite 
innocent of trying to seve. We may at least 
be glad that the people who assembled in the 
Metropolitan church will not for a long time 
forget the honestly spoken truths which may 
have startled them into some sort of recog- 
nition of the emptiness of their professions,

The singing and prayer of which Mr, Stead 
spoke, without intending to reflect upon devo- 
tionalism, we must remember can have but 
two important influences, subjective and objec- 
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tive. If they are objective they are intended 
to move the heart of the Almighty, and we 
know that God is already anxious to help us 
and that He is not unaware of our necessities. 
Subjectively these exercises no doubt tend to 
exalt the mind and inspire with fervor, hope 
and happiness those who engage in them, but 
as has been pointed out, this does not supply the 
place of individual endeavor to make the lot 
of our fellow-being a little more endurable ; it 
does not lift the mind of those who have fallen 
prone on their faces on the earth and see and 
hear nothing but misery; it does not supply 
clothing, food or shelter, yet we all know that 
those who indulge most in these subjective 
methods of supplying a feeling of exaltation 
and piety are the least likely to soil their 
hands or to tire their feet seeking for oppor- 
tunities to do good. That was a striking 
illustration used by Mr. Stead, that if Christ 
| were to come back to the earth and find the 
churches full of those praising His name and 
praying for His grace and approval while the 
slums and alleys remain unvisited, He would 
tell them that the churches were a fraud and 
all this noisy piety was merely a form. 
His Excellency the Governor-General seems 
to have taken in hand the censorship of public 
morals and the methods of raising money for 


church purposes. His refusal to permit the 
Mascot to be performed in Ottawa under his 
patronage may mean that he has a top-lofty 
| notion of what his patronage may be worth, or 
) that he is determined to make himself felt in 
religious circles, I think there is a great deal 
| of humbug and tuft-hunting in this ‘ patron- 
age” idea. Every little dance and one-horse 
performance that lacks merit tries to place 
itself under the patronage of the Governor- 
General, or the Lieut.-Governor, or the Mayor. 
People should be ashamed to be patronized. 
Those who are afraid of being thought socially 
| unpresentable are the most anxious to be under 
the patronage of Somebody. The democratic 
| spirit of this Western world should resent the 
} whole idea of the patronage of a distinguished 
person who apparently stands sponsor for the 
good behavior of people at an entertainment. It 
| is not usualin this country for people to throw 
| eggs at performers or to knock one another 
‘ down with chairs, or to misconduct themselves 
at plays or church socials, and I imagine it 
would be much more self-respecting if the 
getters-up of such things were to cease running 
after public functionaries to be advertised as 
j likely to grace the event with their “ dis 
tinguished presence.”

The purchase of old Upper Canada College 
‘grounds for a park seems at present un- 
| likely. The more the matter is discussed 
ithe less «esirable the scheme appears. 
| There seems to be no _ general. desire 
| for so large a park in that locaKty and the 
prics demanded by the Ontario Government 
| for what many think is practically our own 
! property, appears excessive. What is more 
needed is a number of small squares a quarter 
or half of an acre in extent, where weary way- 
| farers may drop on a bench and rest in the 
shade. If property is to be purchased by the 
city, now is the time to get squares at a reason- 


able price. If only corner lots were bought 
in a half a dozen places the whole aspect of the 
city would be changed and as many delight- 
ful breathing spots made to beautify the 
business localities,

Many of the newspapers in discussing the 
project of bringing water from Lake Simcoe, 
insist on the point that it would be very foolish 
for Toronto to part with its waterworks system 
or place the mains and taps in the power of a 
private corporation. They are quite right that 
it would be unwise, but I do not imagine that 
anyone has seriously proposed to do more than 
undertake the contract of filling the reservoirs, 
The delivery of the water to the citizens by 
the corporation has always, I think, been held 
to be the proper plan. A successful gravi- 
tation scheme which does not involve any 
change from the present system of maintenance 
within the city, can be and will be devised.

A city paper is claiming great credit to it- 
self for having returned its season passes to 
the managers of the theaters. The idea appears 
to me amateurish and pretentious and will be 
unlikely to deceive anyone. That a news- 
paper's opinion is purchased by a pass is not 
generally believed. The size of the advertise- 
ment is more apt to control criticism than the 
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{mere privilege of entering the house free of 
charge. The paper in question not being very 
liberally patronized by the theaters, it was no 

! great wrench for them to tear themselves loose 

! from the passes, Often during the past six 
years SATURDAY NiGcurt has been blamed by 
theater managers for too freely criticizing the 
plays presented and the critic has been re- 

| quested tosurrender his season’s pass. Some 

| of the best criticisms written, some of the 
| most favorable notices of plays have appeared 
during these periods, and many of the sharpest 
dressings-down that the theaters have had 

' appeared during the time when the courtesies of 
the house were extended to this paper. There 
is no doubt that the criticisms printed in 

| the daily papers are very often of a 
very rubbishy and inexcusable character. 
Dramatic and musical criticisms have 
so degenerated that notices of the plays 

| are seldom read. This cannot be attributed to 

; the acceptance of passes, for thirty dollars will 
supply the critic with a good seat for a 
whole season, As a rule the _ task 
is allotted to some junior reporter who 
wants to go to the theater and who is 
entirely unfit to criticize the play. It is not 
considered important, and if the theater man- 
ager is a liberal advertiser abuut the only regu- 
lation made is that nothing very unpleasant 
shall be written. Asa matter of fact the daily 
papers should be able to tell their readers on 
Tuesday morning whether the play beginning 
on Monday and which is to run all week, is 
worth seeing. Anintelligent criticism should 
be published and such information offered as 
to the construction and character of the piece 
as will be of interest and profit to those who 
are likely to see it. Instead of this, indiscrimi- 
nate plastering of tafty on every barn-storming 
company and silly play makes it impossible for 
the daily papers to have an influence. It is 
only when it is exceedingly bad that they dare 
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to be outspoken, and when it is unusually good 
they find no adjectives left which have not 
been used in describing some very unworthy 
performance, This being the case, we should 
welcome an evening paper that intends to take 
an independent stand, but its criticism will 
not be made more valuable by any thin veneer of 
pretentiousness, It is tiresome and sickening 
in the extreme to find a newspaper crowing 80 
loudly over its proposal to do that which every 
newspaper should do, and which probably the 
public think they all aredoing. A self-respect- 
ing man is not apt to be continually boasting 
that he is not a thief, a liar or a blackmailer, 
and it is quite as indecent for a newspaper to 
be everlastingly proclaiming itself independent 
avd honest,

The agitation for opening the Isolation Hos- 
pital to physicians generally is largely based 
on the desire of doctors to be able to make 
their fees even after their patients have been 
removed from their homes. It seems to me 
that a specialist in charge of sucha hospital 
could be better relied upon to treat patients 
properly than those who are not specialists in 
diphtheria and the other contagious diseases 
for which the institution has been provided. 
No doubt a large number of people believe that 
their family doctor is the only man who is 
learned enough to look after a patient, but this 
prejudice by no means establishes their belief 
as a fact. There is no doubt that the percentage 
of recoveries from serious diseases is larger in 
hospitals than when a patient is nursed at 
home ; this is owing to the better nursing and 
greater skill and experience of the attending 
physicians. That doctors frequently carry con- 
tagion with them into the homes of their 
patients cannot be doubted. The Isolation 
Hospital would not be worthy the name un- 
less every possibility of spreading contagion 
were removed. It seems somewhat hard on 
the homceopathists, but in our schools and our 
asylums and hospitals we should have no 
‘“‘isms,” no fads ; more depends on the nursing 
than the physic, and the General Hospital has 
been so well managed and has such a high 
standing that the city would do well to place 
the Isolation Hospital in charge of the same 
trustees and management. A health officer 
may be a very good man in keeping lanes clean 
and that sort of thing, and yet not know how 
to run a hospital. Don

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The Drama. 





HE Operator is an extremely 
comprehensive play, and as & 
study of all the human pas- 
sions, experiences and phases 
of ‘life it is just about com- 
plete. The hero of the piece 
passes through many strange 
adventures and encounters 

more vicissitudes than usually fall to the lot of 
humanity ; in fact, nothing is wanting to make 
him a perfect and romantic hero. We see him 
engaged in his daily avocation, and we see him 
in his peaceful home: he is depicted making 
love to the fair damsel whose image is, I pre- 
sume, implanted in his heart ; and then on the 
eve of his marriage he is torn from her in the 
most cruel manner, after knocking out, a la 
John L., in three rounds, the bold, bad villain, 
who throttled his (the hero's) mother, stole his 
fiancee’s dowry and shot his intended father- 
in-law. We next encounter him as a sailor 
before the mast, where, still heroic, he informs 
the captain, in a way that elicits applause 
from those individuals of taste and 
culture, the gods, that he is an Ameri- 
can ci:izen, bowing down before no 
tyrant, no “matter what the size of his paper 
collar, and that he is sailing under the protec- 
tion of the American flag, to which patriotic 
remark the captain with true and refreshing 
American independence replies, *‘ D——— the 
American flag.” This fervid utterance was 
also greeted with vociferous ‘applause from 
Olympus. Then our manis shipwrecked on an 
island where he is poisoned and deserted, but, 
as is usual in such cases, his life is saved by a 
copper-colored damsel who pours patent medi- 
cine down his throat out of a spoon—the 
audience is not shown the bottle. At this 
point the playwright missed his chance. He 
should have put a large bottle in the hands of 
the squaw, with a large label advertising some 
medicine guaranteed to cure allills. But this 
is a digression. The hero escapes, and return- 
ing to America sends a message to his fiancee, 
who like Penelope of old awaits his return. 
Tne message is intercepted by his deadly 
rival—of course he has a rival, all heroes 
have—who wrecks the train and sends it 
through a trestle, but that does not kill 
our man. He procures a horse and arrives on 
the dead run, (all lovers are impatient), in 
time to save his beloved from marriage with 
his deadly rival, who so resembles him that 
they cannot be told apart. All this goes to 
show that The Operator is a fairly complete 
story, but I may be pardoned for pointing out 
that the playwright has forgotten one essential 
feature. The hero should have been depicted 
as about to be eaten by the copper-colored girl's 
estimable relatives, when the dusky damsel 
could save him, either by setting him free or 
poisoning her family, but perhaps that would 
be asking a little too much. As it is, the play is 
extremely moral. There is one grand moral, 
which is, ‘Stop at home and don’t go to sea,” 
and there are half a dozen little ones besides, 
which can be found very easily. Such is the 
thrilling tale told in The Operator. The story 
is good and so is the resemblance between the 
hero and his deadly rival, and people ought to 
be content with that and not expect too much, 

It can hardly be said that the company play- 
ing A Dark Secret at the Academy of Music 
this week are making the most of the oppor- 
tunity offered them of producing a good im- 
pression. The play, a melodrama, is itself a 
good one, the plot being well worked out, the 
characters well conceived, and the mise-en- 
scene up to anything that has been there this 
year. But the individuals portraying the 
various characters have a very poor conception 
of their roles and the manner in which they 
render them can hardly be very gratifying to 
the author of the piece. Take for instance the 
part of Emilie D'Esterre. She is an adventuress, 
a French one too, full of duplicity, hesitating 
at nothing which will advance her material in- 
terests, utterly without principle or redeeming 
features; in short, that most hateful of all 
living creatures, a bad woman. But, in short, 
to play this part it is not necessary to adopt 
mannish attitudes, gestures, and general de- 
portment, to stride about the stage like the 
heavy villain in a “‘ penny gaff’ and shake her 
fist like some fishwoman in the act of berating 
another. Lady-like manners and a pleasing 
exterior are the first essentials to anyone who 
lives the life of an adventuress—are a very 
necessary part of her stock-in-trade ; in fact, 
the masks under which she _ conceals 
her guile. Without them she could never 
pass muster in those circles where she 
operates, The character is decidedly a hate- 
ful one, but the feeling of revulsion excited 
by Miss Sennet’s rendering is considerably 
made up of disgust at her methods, by which 
she portrays 1D'Esterre as a deep-sea horrible 
from the slums, and not a clever but bad 
woman. At the same time it is rather 
humiliating to the lords of creation to reflect 
that a woman who tries to make herself as 
much like them as possible only succeeds in 
making herself decidedly unpleasant and ridicu- 
lous. The other characters in the piece are 
all rendered in the same spirit of misconcep- 
tion. D. G.

Several books of original verse have been 
brought out during 1893 by Canadians, but 
none of these volumes have been of such merit 
as to satisfy the sad voice crying in the wilder- 
ness for a Canadian literature. In every 
hundred men who talk discouragingly of the 
prospect and lament the scarcity of native 
genius, there is hardly one, on the average, 
who in fairness is entitled to uttera word or 
is competent to express an opinion. About 
one man in each hundred of those who talk 
about a literature as something to’be desired, 
takes the trouble to keep posted on what is be- 
ing issued by the publishing houses. I heard 
some time ago ofa gentleman in Toronto who 
made it a point to secure a copy of each volume 
of verse brought out by Canadian writera, and 
had set apart a shelf in his library for such 
books. This was regarded as a singular hobby 
to be ridden by a man in the prime of life. 
But he is the one man ina hundred who may 
with fairness criticize the literary barrenness 
of our soil. He buys native books. In his 
honor the skill of the sculptor and the wealth 
of the stone quarry should unite in creating a 
monument, First of patriots and martyrs, 
exalt him on high! One buyer is worth more 
to the infant cause of book production than a 
dozen saucy critics, like myself, who receive

as you whonever see the books that are issued 
and bewail the absence of a literature that 
may exist for all you know. If critics only 
examine the title pages of books sent them, 
and if the public does not buy books issued 
with fear and trembling and much personal 
expense on the author’s part, why then, we 
may have had a literature these fifty years. 


Who knows? Only one man in every hundred | 


of our book-reading population can have a 
clear conscience on this point. I have nine 
volumesofcomparatively recent native verse be- 
fore meas I write, and it would be interesting to 
know how many reading people in the country 
have bought three out of the nine: Poems 
Grave and Gay, by Albert E. S. 
Smythe; Canadian Melodies and Songs, 
by George E. Merkley; How I Once 
Felt, by George C. Curry; Songs of All 
Seasons, by Mrs. John Crawford; Stewart's 
Poems, by Alexander Charles Stewart ; Versi- 
culi, by Arnauld Haultain ; Rhymes Afloat and 
Afield, by William T. James; Songs of the 
Human, by William P. McKenzie, and In 
Dreamland, by Thomas O'Hagan. How many 
people have encouraged native talent by buying 
these books? The ones mentioned are but a 
few of those issued in the past two or three 
years. It is all very well to talk about a aative 
literature, but how many native dollars are 
you yielding up for its encouragement? The 
average man has seen one out of these nine 
books, and the authors of the other eight may 
be immortal singers for all the average man 
knows to the contrary. It must be admitted 
that the endeavors of some native versifiers to 
attain the sublime are suggestive of dumb 
animals attemptiog speech, yet it has b2en the 
same in all countries until from a host of vain 
strivers one has finally arisen and marked a 
path for others to follow. But the first re- 
quisite is tor the people to commence buying 
native books. 

The latest volume of verse to leave the press 
is In Dreamland, by Thomas O'Hagan, 
published by The Williamson Book Company 
of Torontv, Ont. Mr. O'Hagan is a talented 
gentleman, a graduate of Ottawa University, 
late principal of the Watertown High School 
and at present taking a po st-graduate course at 
Cornell University. I am pleased to be able to 
brighten up this article with his portrait, and 
cannot better use the remaining space at my dis- 
posal, or give a better idea of his verse than by 
quoting entire, the title poem of his latest 
volume, In Dreamland : 


I dreamt a dream of the old, old days, 
When life wae sweet and strong, 

When the breath of morn swept thro’ the groves 
Like the notes of a joyous song ; 

And I knelt beside my mother’s knee, 
And lieped in faith her prayer,

The book is designed chiefly for the use 
of school teachers who have some difficulty in 
finding appropriate material for properly cele- 
brating national holidays and anniversaries of 
historic events, but it is not at all risky to pre- 
dict for the volume a wider acceptance than its 
author dreamed of.

Dr. Nansen. 


HERE are Nansen and his explor. 
ing craft, the Fram? This is 
the question now being anxious- 
ly discussed the world over by 
men who take any interest 

whatever in the mystery of the polar regions. 
A Norwegian, recently returned from Northern 
Russia, has reported that since leaving Jugor 
Schar (the strait between the Siberian conti- 
nent and Waigatsch Island leading into the 
Kara Sea) the Fram was sighted by Samoyedes 
several times in that sea ; the last time outside 
the river Kara. Oae requires to consult good 
maps to comprehend the location of the ex- 
plorer. The distance between this river and 
the Jugor Schar is very small, and the length 
of time since Nansen set out on his expedition 
baing considerable it seems cartain that the 
pack ice has greatly impeded him. The Sam- 
oyedes report that the vessel worked heavily 
and awkwardly in the ice and that for three 
whole days and nights she made no 
progress at all. This is very sad news to those 
who have gone in spirit with the plucky navi- 
gator. Nansen considered that the Fram 
was an inspiration destined to solve the diffi- 
culties of making way against ice flows ; that 
it would break through ordinary ice, safely 
resist the pressure of large quantities and 
finally mount the ice, get frozen in, and in full- 
ness of time be carried forward in the Arctic 
currents. Russian seamen who from infancy 
know the polar ice declare the Fram to be in 
no sense competent to meet the emergencies 
that will rise, and assert that if not already 
crushed and sunken she will soon prove herself 
an ungovernable tub and a coffia for the whole 
expedition. The published correspondence be- 
tween Lieut.-Governor Schultz, of Manitoba, 
and Dr, Nansen has made our readers familiar 
with the trials and perils of this expedition 
and given it a keener local interest than it 
would otherwise possess, The recommenda- 
tions tendered by His Honor—unhappily out- 
weighed in Dr. Nansen’s mind by contrary 
views—-would undoubtedly, if followed, have 
left the explorer alive at this early stage of the 
game, at least, whatever the final upshot might 
have been. But Nansen is liable to bob up 
somewhere any time during the next three 
months, or three years, 80 we may hope for the 
best until time or tide prove the worst to have 
really occurred.

WONDER whether any of [my readers 

know the disparager ? Sometimes it is a

Jealousy often makes of a very 
decent man or woman a first-class disparager, 
and one hears the biting criticism, the half 
veiled accusation, or the sly innuendo or sug- 
gestion from the heart of which envy has taken 
possession. Ic islovely to set the disparager 
sailing on his nasty little slimy sea of gossip or 
fault-finding, and to watch some courageous 
healthy soul run foul of him. Down comes his 
yellow pennant, away flies his coward craft, and 
when the gods are kind he is sunk outright 
and abased and humbled by the big-hearted

I have been reading a most interesting novel. 
Perhaps some good folks will be scandalized 
by such an avowal. ‘‘A parson in his study 
reading a novel! Ohdear! What is the 
world coming to, especially the clerical world?” 
And yet, my dear madam, or sir, I frankly own 
it. And more, let me tell youl consider the 
man or woman who never reads a novel as 
very imperfectly educated. He or she may 
know something of various ’ologies and yet be 
most back ward in knowledge if a total abstainer 
from the fiction in modern literature. 


But is there such an individual in the whole 
civilized world as a total abstainer from novel- 
reading? I doubt it. I have heard good 
people denouncing novels most religiously who 
were themselves persistent readers of the 
serial stories coming out in their daily and 
weekly papers and monthly magazines. In- 
deed, I have known some who would keep 
three, four or five such stories running in their 
heads from week to week and month to month 
through the year, without getting them en- 
tangled—a feat of mental dexterity equal in my 
opinion to that of some chess-players who can 
manage six or eight games simultaneously. I 
have known them dreadfully put out if any 
particular number of their paper went astray, 
because thereby they lost the thread of the 
story. I wonder how such people act when 
they see one of these same interesting tales, 
rescued from its disjointed state in the periodi- 
cals, bound in one volume with a paper cover 
and exposed for sale asa ‘‘novel?” Do they 
recognize their old friend, the serial story, or do 
they ‘‘ pass by on the other side?” 


I think the anti novel prejudice was at its 
height when I wasa school-boy in a very religi- 
ous home of the straightest evangelicalism of 
those days. I well remember being asked by a 
kind lady friend if [had read any of the Waverly 
novels, 1 remember straightening myselfup and 
replying, ‘‘I never read novels!” For I fear 
I was in those days, like many other religious 
lads, a bit of a prig. No one could then have per- 
suaded me that I should see the day when 
those same novels would form part of the 
curriculum of our high schools, and my own 
children would have to pass exams, in Kenil- 


worth or The Talisman.

And yet for all my professions of abstention 
from novels, I was all the while a great novel 
reader without knowingit. Atthat very time I 
was absorbed in a book called Judah’s Lion, 
by Charlotte Elizabeth. I never see that book 
now, by the way. Has it died out? If so, I 
think it is a great pity, for to the best of my 
recollection it was a very edifying as well 
as entertaining work. Perhaps if I were 
to read it again I should be disappointed and 
vote it behind the age, as the world seems; to 
have done. At all events, Judah’s Lion wasa 
novel, neither more nor less ; with a religious 
and evangelical purpose, it is true, but a novel 


all the same. if 


And then, before devouring that book, I had, 
like every other religious boy, been absorbed 
in that wonderful novel which seers to possess 
perennial freshness, Bunyan’s Pilgrim's Pro- 
gress. I had followed with the keenest inter- 
est the fortunes of Christian and the other 
heroes and heroines; I had wept over their 
distresses ; I had felt for them in the various 
scrapes they got into ; my pulse had throbbed 
as they fought with the powers of darkness 
and I had gloried in their triumphs. 

* 


Again in later times, with all the reading 
world, I went wild over that grand novel, 
Uncle Tom's Cabin. Was there ever, I won- 
der, a book written in modern times which 
created so profound a sensation and achieved 
such results? Others labored nobly in the 
cause of emancipation, from Wilberforce to 
Abraham Lincoln, but I doubt if the senti- 
ments uttered by any one of them reached a 
tithe of the hearts that were stirred by the tale 
told by Harriet Beecher Stowe. Good old soul! 
She has written many works since she pub- 
lished that startling novel, works well worth 
reading and on other subjects than slavery. 
They are not so exciting and stimulating 
perhaps as Uncle Tom’s Cabin and Dred, 
but they are good wholesome mental food. 


‘“*Ah ! but—” says my good anti-novel friend, 
‘*such books as these are not what I mean by 
novels. I refer to works of fiction which are 
idle and frivolous, or have a demoralizing ten. 
dency; in short, what is known as yellow- 
covered literature.” There, my dear madam, I 
heartily agree with you. Only do not let us 
get things mixed. Ifa novel is really demoral- 
izing in tone or merely frivolous, let us have 
nothing to do with it. 


As to what is commonly called ‘ yellow- 
covered” literature, I confess I don’t know much 
about it, but I can form some idea. One sees 
occasionally in the comic papers a picture of 
small boys who had left their homes with the 
family shot-guns and clad in the sheepskin 
door mats which they had purloined, and who 
had stolen a ride on some west-bound train 
under the impression that they were going to 
be cowboys and shoot Indians, but at last 
found themselves stranded and woe-begone at 
some way station. And the comic papers 
would tell you that this very ludicrous situa- 
tion was the effect of reading ‘“ yellow- 
covered novels.” I hope Fenimore Cooper's are 
not included in these. And again one reads 
sad, heart rending stories of bad men, the 
curses of society, brought to the foot of the 
gallows by their evil deeds, who confess that 
the beginning of their downward career was 
caused by reading ‘“‘ yellow-covered” literature.

If such follies and crimes are indeed the 


‘ another time, 





effect of novel-reading, then I can only say I 
wish some censor of public morals could be 
appointed (provided only his judgment was in- 
fallible) who should give orders that all 
demoralizing works of fiction should have 
yellow covers—just as the plague-smitten ship 
is obliged to hoist the yellow flag. Then every 
such novel could be detained in quarantine and 
fumigated or destroyed as necessity required. 


But we have no such censor and are not 
likely to find an infallible one, and all the bad 
books have not yellow covers nor are all the 
yellow-covered books bad. So what are we to 
do? Would you say: Prohibit the manufac- 
ture, sale or perusal of all novels whatever for 
fear someone should yet contaminated, or some- 
one else should indulge in excessive novel- 
reading? Ah! my dear madam, as well pro- 
hibit the wind from blowing for fear somebody 
should catch cold. I grant novel-reading is 
dangerous because seductive ; I grant it becomes 
with some such a confirmed habit that they 
can digest no mental food more solid—they are 
the victims of a sort of literary dipsomania. 
Still, for all that, novels are an immense power 
for good as well as for evil. 


For the diversities of novels are immense. 
There are the humorous and satirical novels, 
suchas Martin Chuzzlewit and Vanity Fair. 
Who could be injured by reading them ? There 
are the historical novels, such as The Virgin- 
ians, and ali Sir Walter Scott's, and many late 
ones such as the Refugees, which impress 
scenes and events of past times on our mind 
far more vividly than any dry-as-dust history 
of my school days. There are novels with 
political and social teachings, like Disraeli’s, 
Lytton’s and Kingsley’s, all wholesome and in- 
structive reading, though they advocate 
different views of politics. There are novels 
with philosophical and metaphysical teaching 
like George Eliot’s and others. There are 
novels with scientific teaching, like Jules 


Verne’s and Ebers’. And there are numberless : 


excellent novels, like those of Edna Lyall and 
many others, I am thankful to say, that in- 
culcate religious and spiritual truths. 

* 


I am sorry to say there are novels with a 
bad purpose, an immoral purpose, novels that 
leave a nasty taste inthe mouth. I think the 
proportion is very small in these days, con- 
sidering the vast amount of fiction that is 
turned out by the press day by day. Still, 
there are novels like those of—well, I won’t 
mention her name, lest some of my readers 
should forthwith go and purchase her works, 
such is the perversity of mankind. I read one 
of them in which the hero is a libertine and a 
traitor, who abuses his friend’s confidence and 
hospitality by making love to his friend's wife, 
But then this fault is to be condoned because 
he belongs to the hawt ton and is a charming 
companion, and a beau sabreur, and he is so 
“ honorable ” (save the mark) as not to betray 
his victim. He is a bad imitation of Sir 
Lancelot, of whom Tennyson sang : 

Hie honor rooted ia dishonor stood, 
And faith unfaithful kept him faleely true. 
Such novels are pernicious, and moreover, I 
conceive they create a false impression of aver- 
age English society. Of course such evils 
occur in all circles, but they are, let us trust, 


rare exceptions, ss ' 


I see M. Emile Zola has lately been feted in 
England. Under what category are we to 
place his novels? I once attempted one of 
them (L’assommoir) but I had to give it up. 
It was like walking through an interminable 
back street, where you had to hold your nose 
allthe time. But I should judge the book had 
not an immoral tendency ; far from it. On the 
contrary, it seemed to mea sad, a horrible and 
yet most real portraiture of the degradation to 
which some human beings can descend. It 
was after the style of Ten Nights in a Bar- 
room and other temperance literature, only 
told with minute and tiresome and sickening 
detail. If those good ladies of the W.C.T. U. 
who lately went ‘‘slumming” in New York 
and Chicago were to write out a full and accu- 
rate account of all they saw—and heard—and 
smelt—they could no doubt match M., Zola's 
book. So I conclude that M. Zola must bea 


moralist. Certainly he does not make vice 
attractive. . 

But I have wandered away into a disquisi- 
tion on novels in general, instead of discussing 
one novel in particular. I must leave that for 
Parson,

HE Madame Tavary Grand Opera 
Company began a series of 
operatic performances at the 
Grand on Monday evening 
last, when Verdi’s tuneful 
opera, Il Trovatore, was pre- 
sented before a large audience. 

. Gounod’s masterpiece, Faust, 

was given on Tuesday evening, the repertoire 

for the balance of the week including such 
standard works as Balfe’s Bohemian Girl, 

Wagner's Lohengrin, Mascagni’s Cavalleria 

Rusticana, Leoncavallo’s I’ Pagliacci, concluding 

with a matinee performance to-day of Bizet’'s 

Carmen and a second performance this evening 

of Faust. Such a well chosen and in muny 

respects representative list of works was well 
calculated to display both the strong and weak 
points of the company, the latter, as might 
have been expected from the very small and 
not too capable force constituting the orchestra, 
being painfully apparent in the more modern 
operas, several of which it was certainly pre- 
sumption to attempt under the circumstances, 
To judge of the performances critically would 
therefore be ungenerous, for it must be remem- 
bered that to experiment in the production of 
grand opera by traveling companies on a scale 
likely to give an approximate idea of the real 
grandeur of some of the works presented this 
week, would result in financial disaster such as 
has in the past overtaken several notable ven- 
tures on this line. The chorus accompanying 

Mme. Tavary on the whole did fairly good 

work. Mme. Tavary although indisposed on 

Monday evening, when she made her first 

appearance in I] Trovatore displayed a flexible 

voice of excellent quality, pure in intonation 
and of great compass. Fraulein Peony created 

a most favorable impression, particularly as 

Marguerite in Faust, her singing and acting in 

this role being admirable. Of the remaining 

soloists particular mention should be made of 

Mr. Payne Clarke, who is one of the most satis 

factory lyric tenora heard in this city for some 

time. Miss Von Doenhoff also won pro- 
nounced successes in several of her roles, especi- 
ally as Azucenain I] Trovatore. 





I have received from an esteemed correspond- 
ent a copy of a recent number of an English 
contemporary which deals with the question, 
‘*Should organists accept also duties of choir- 
mastership?” My correspondent, who, by the 
way, is a member of the musical committee 
of a city church which is contemplating a 
change in the direction of its musical affairs, 
expresses a desire that I should enlarge upon 
the subject “from a Canadian "point of view.” 
The question which my guileless friend thus 
introduces is in reality more or less a matter of, 
opinion. I am informed that when the matter 
was broached at a meeting of the Canadian 
Society of Musicians several years ago, the 
statement made by a member of the society 
favoring a separation of the offices of organist 
and choirmaster raised a commotion which has 
gone on record as the most exciting event 
in the history of the society. I[t is there- 
fore with some trepidation that I touch 
upon the subject in these columns now. 
Without discussing the scientific or «esthetic 
aspects of the case (if there are any) I would 
say that it might probably be an easy matter to 
prove from existing examples cf our church 
choirs that either side of the argument has the 
advantage. Scme very good choirs are con- 
ducted by their respective organists, and—some 
notoriously bad ones as well. On the other 
hand, where the c flices are separate the results 
in some instances do not reflect credit upon 
the system ; in other cases, again, most satis- 
factory standards are attained to. All of which 
gzoes to show that the matter depends entirely 
upon circumstances, in which the talent and 
tact of the individuals most concerned exert a 
greater influence in achieving success than the 
special manner in which the work is allotted, 
whether to an organist alone or to a choir- 
master and organist separately. 


An organ recital will be given in St. Luke's 
church on Saturday afternoon of next week, 
by Mr. W. H. Hewlett, A.T.C.M., the talented 
organist of Carlton street Methodist church. 
Mr. Hewlett will play representative composi- 
tions by Bach, St. Saens, Guilmant, Salome 
and Wagner. An interesting feature of the 
recital will be the first public appearance in 
Toronto of the boy soprano, Master Cary] 
Hunter of Michigan, who is at present visiting 
his sister, Mrs. George Hamilton, the well 
known soprano who recently returned from 
Europe, 


Mrs. G. T. Blackstock leaves for New York 
shortly to take part in an important private 
musicale at the residence of one of the Four 
Hundred on Fifth avenue, at which Miss Mar- 
guerite Hall, in whose honor the event is an- 
nounced, will sing Mrs, Blackstock’s clever 
song The Lullaby. Miss Hall has recently 
returned from England, where she sang with 
immense success in different parts of the 
United Kingdom during the past season, 


A vocal society has been formed east of the 
Don for the purpose of encouraging a taste for 
good music in that locality. Mr. Welsman, 
choirmaster of Broadview avenue Congrega- 
tional church, has been chosen as leader of the 
new society, which has already enrolled fifty 
members and begins work with every pros- 


pect of success, 


A new departure has been made in connec 
tion with the forthcoming concert of the To 
ronto Vocal Society on December 14, by the 
joining of its forces with those of the Toronto 
Orchestra for the occasion. These two influen- 
tial societies should prove a strong combina- 
tion, and the result will doubtless prove 
another managerial success for Mr. Suckling, 
to whose tact and energy the arrangement 


of this double bill of fare is due.

The St. George’s Society is preparing for its 
annual concert, to be given on the 28th inst., a 
novel programme of which the principal fea- 
ture will be a chorus of about fifty 
voices, pupils of Mr. E. W. = Schuch.

The music hall of the Toronto Conservatory 
of Music was well filled by an interested 
audience on Monday evening last, on the occa- 
sion of Madame A. Pupin’s piano recital on 
the “Janko” keyboard. The programme 
presented was well calculated to dis- 
play to good advantage the strong points in 
connection with the remarkable invention 
which has created so much interest in musical 
circles of Europe and America during the past 
few years. Mme. Pupin proved herself to 
be a fair pianist, although not by any means 
a concert performer, and succeeded in demon- 
strating both by her playing and her explana- 
tions the logical structure of the new keyboard 
and its wonderful simplicity as compared with 
the old claviatur now in general use. After 
the recital an opportunity was afforded &ny in 
the audience to question Mme. Pupin regarding 
Janko’s invention, after which some interest- 
ing examples in transposition and technique 
were illustrated by the pianist, the peculiar 
structure of the keyboard adapting itself 
readily to the most difficult feats in transposi- 
tion withoat any alteration of fingering with 
change of key. This advantage and the fact 
that all scales and arpeggios are fingered after 
the model of any one key, seem to be the strong- 
est points in the new keyboard, which has been 
considered of sufficient importance by the con- 
servative piano department of the Leipsic Con- 
servatory to be placed on the list of instruments 
taught in that institution. The directorates of 
the Vienna Conservatory and the Conservatory 
of Sondershausen have also given the invention 
a place in their respective institutions, although 
it is considered doubtful whether from an 
wsthetic point of view the new keyboard will 
find sufficient favor toeventually supersede the 


present model. ‘ 


The first festival of the Canadian branch of 
the Church Choir Guild was held in Brantford 
on Wednesday evening of last week. A chorus 
of two hundred voices, composed of leading 
members of all the church choirs of Brantford, 
assisted by a contingent of thirty voices from 
Stratford, furnished the choral music for the 
occasion.
